Applicants' representative telephoned to request a telephone interview after final rejection to discuss a proposed 
amendment which applicants felt would overcome the rejections made over the Craig reference. In particular, 
applicants proposed amending independent claim 1 to add the limitation "such that at least a portion of the a least two 
substrate protrudes above the surface of the carrier substrate". Applicant's representative stated that it was felt that this 
amendment overcame the Craig reference since in Craig the functional blocks (i.e. substrates) were flush or coplanar 
with the carrier substrate. Applicants' representative was informed that it appeared that applicants' proposed 
amendment would overcome the rejections made over Craig, but that an ultimate determination of patentability could 
only be made after the amendment was officially filed and an updated search of the prior art could be made. It was 
agreed that this examiner would attempt to telephone applicants' representative if after the amendment is filed.a search 
of the prior art discovers new art of record that would read on the amended claims. No agreement as to patentability 
was made. 
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
